He considers himself remark-
ably lucky to have escaped with his
life,

Woman Dies Across His Feet.

Dixon tells of a slckening moment
when one poor woman, the top of her
head knocked off by a big timber, died
lying across his broken leg.

Well, old man, I guess I'm up against
a “big cigar” for awhile.

sight. T was blood all over from a cut
on the head of my own and others
bleeding over me.
